Keeping Children’s Skins 
Clean and Dry Is the 
Only Good Method to 


Cure Acne ;

PAE 


HAVE already told what steps 

to take with children from 
eight to fifteen to prevent acne. 
It looks like quite a formidable 
job, but it consists of nothing 
more than 
keeping the 
face thor- 
oughly clean 
and dary. 
Most of those 
who sutfer 
from acne 
have a thick 
oily skin. 
This must be 
overcome if 
we expect to 
be free from 
the trouble. 
Just why 
young tolks 
; should be 
pestered with it is easily explain- 
ed. The whole system is in 
formative period and this thick 
oily skin is often the result of 
inadcquate elimination or of an 
unstable metabolism. Plenty of 
soap and water is needed. 
We must use hot water to re- 
move the excess of oil from the 
pores, which is the cause of the 
pimples and black heads. Cold 
water will not counteract the oil 
well, but after thorough serub- 
bing with hot water and by care- 
fully rubbing the skin to remove 
all the oily plugs possible, we 
sbould use cold water to con- 
tract the pores and stimulate the 
circulation, take away the soap- 
shine and leave the skin as dry 
as possible. 
If the blackheads and pimples 
have become plentiml due to ne- 
glect and excessive secretion, the 
oily plugs must be removed by 
squeezing or even opening with 
a small knife. of course being 
extremely clean and _ careful 
about it. Sometimes peroxide 
mey be helpful in removing the 
oily plugs, but it bleaches the 
skin so much that it cannot be 
used often. 


DR. CHRISMAN 
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HIS cleansing should be done 
each night and should be fol- 
lowed by the application of some 
drying lotion, such as the “‘lotio 
alba” mentioned yesterday, which 
dries the skin and prevents ex- 
cessive oil. Sgmetimes a stronger 
paste is needed, but things 
should not be used except with 
the advice ahd supervision of & 
physician, because these applica- 
tions sometirhes cause consider- 
able inflammation and scaling. 

Sasser’s method of producing 
scaling, which is 6ften quite suc- 
cessful. is the-use of a pasté com- 
posed of B-Naptholi, 242 drams; 
sulphur praecip, 10 drams; pet- 
roleum jelly and sapon viridis 

each 642 drams. This is applied 
thickly to the face after cleaning 
and allowed to remain from fif- 
teen minutes to an hour, then it 
is wiped off and a little talcum 
powder dusted on. Later a ten 
to twenty per cent resorcin paste 
is applied and allowed to remain 
over night. This is done once 
and may be repeated in four or 
five days or a week. The condi- 
tion may be very uncomfortable 
for a day or two and the treat- 
ment is not to be used too often. 
The general health should also 
be improved. Any disgestive dis- 
order or constipation should be 
correctea. Indeed, these condi- 
tions aie of serious importance. 
Anemia, which is often present, 
shoulc be corrected by taking 
iron-building compounds. The 
exposure of the skin to X-ray 
is frequently of great benefit. 
The X-ray causes a shrinking up 
of the sebaceous glands and 
checks pus formation, but it can- 
not be used often or for too long 
a period. 

Good food. plenty of vegetables 
with milk. butter, and lean beef 
and outdoor exercise will be a 
grent help. Persistence in treat- 
ment is essential. 
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UERY: “Lunger” says that he 
had tuberculosis in the first 
stave and had spent six monihs 
in the State Sanatorium.

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BROW-PLUCKIN 
SHOULD FOLLOW 
CURVE OF EYE

VERY woman who wants to 

be more glamorous should 
learn some of the tricks of eye 
make-up practiced by Holly- 
wood's more beautiful and popu- 
lar stars. These women know 
that lovely eyes give them in- 
dividuality and charm. They 
know how arched and thinned 
eyebrows express sophistication 
and how a_ briefer, unplucked 
brow is younz and appealing. 

Not every woman can stand 
arched, plucked brows, of course, 
but every woman can modify the 
shape of extreme eybrows—un- 
less they happen to be striking— 
or she can emphasize the best 
lines by plucking away the stray 
hairs. 

Eyebrow pluckling is usually 
a rather painful process that 
women would like to avoid. Some 
of you also complain that tiny 
eruptions appear at the spot

Both condi - 
tions are due 
to improper 
methods of 
using your 
tweezers.

the market that will interest you. 
One kind is automatic. You just 
extend the tips, take hold of the 
hair to be removed, press a little 
button and zip! the hair is out 
painlessly before you know it. 
Another kind has little handles 
like scissors and do not interfere 
with your vision while you are 
working. The firm grip and the 


shape make eyebrow plucking an 


easy job. 

Sterilize vour tweezers before 
you use them so that no foreign 
matter or germs will be. carried 
to the minute open wounds left 
where each hair is removed. And 
do your tweezing carefully. Be- 
fore you start the process, smooth 
cold cream over the brows for a 
few minutes and then hold a 
washcloth squeezed out of hot 
water over the brow areas to 
open and rclax the pores. 

Moisten a soft eyebrow brush 
and brush the hairs into line. 
Then you are ready for the 
plucking itself. Since natural eye- 
brows are best for most of us, 
remove only the hairs outside 
the natural line that give it a 
scraggly, uneven appearance. 

Often by plucking away more 
of the hairs beneath the main 
arch or out toward the tips of the 
brows you can get a better nat- 
ural line. Remember that the 
natural brow line conforms to 
the bony contour of the eye 
socket. 

Always remove the hairs that 
grow across the bridge of the 
nose and those that grow out 
toward the temples. The hairs 
between your brows are espc- 
cially offending since they give 
you a_ beetling, not-so-wide- 


awake appearance. 

As a final step sponge the eye- 
brows with alcohol, witch hazel 
or an antiseptic, to tighten the 
pores and eliminate as far as 
possible any danger of germ in- 
fection.

Once a week. use 
a mask of almond meal mixed 
to a paste with skimmed milk 
Allow to dry on your skin and 
wash away with warm water and 
a soft cloth. This will tone the 
stimulation and correct the ten- 
dency to oiliness.
